'Lahanas et al, one would not arrive at the claimed invention, 
and withdrawal of this rejection is requested. 

Claims 14 and 15 have been rejected under 3 5 USC 103 over 
Briggs et al in view of either Ansmann et al or Milius et al, 
or Lahanas et al in view of Briggs et al and further in view 
of either Ansmann et al or Milius et al . 

Lahanas et al and Briggs et al have been discussed in 
detail above, and Applicants rely on those discussions. 

Ansmann et al and Milius et al have been cited to show 
the use of specific emulsifiers. While Ansmann et al and 
Milius et al do generally teach such emulsifiers, Briggs et al 
generally teaches against the use of emulsifiers, and 
specifically teaches against anionic emulsifiers based upon 
delipidization. In fact, the relevant examples of Briggs et 
al do not use an emulsifier. 

Moreover, none of the references discloses a three-phase 
emulsion as presently claimed. 

Thus, the combination of references cited in the Office 
action does not actually arrive at the claimed invention, and 
withdrawal of this rejection is requested. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks. 
Applicants submit that the present appplication is now in 
condition for allowance. An early allowance of the 
application with amended claims is earnestly solicited.
